REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Applicant has carefully reviewed the Examiner's communication mailed June 23, 
2004 and the notices of Non-Compliant mailed January 3, 2005 and February 24, 2005. 
Applicant has amended claims 1, 6-10, 15-17 and 20 which were Non-Compliant by 
using the wrong status identifier. These claims now uses the proper status identifier " 
currently amended" 

Applicant has amended the specifications to provide for a more descriptive title 
"Porous Organic Polymer Particle" The Examiner has rejected claims 6- 8, 15 and 20 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 second paragraph. Applicant has amended Claims 1, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 
15, 16, 17 and 20 as recommended by the Examiner. 

The Examiner has provisionally rejected Claims 1, 6-10, 15-17 and 20 under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
over Claims 1-1 1 of US Patent 6,514,641 in view of Palmer et al (US 3,847,676). 
Applicant is filing a terminal disclaimer to overcome this rejection. 

In conclusion Applicant requests the Examiner to withdraw the objection to the 
claims in view of the present amendments to the claims and the rejection under 
obviousness-type double patenting in view of the filing of the terminal disclaimer. In 
conclusion Applicant submits that the present claims are allowable and respectfully 
requests the Examiner to forward this application to issuance at an early date.
